Sometime ago on a freight train | 
going north out of Oklahoma two | 
men were riding the rods of an'| 
oil car. Suddenly, because of some 
defect in the track, the train was 
derailed and the tank car of oil 
was thrown out into the open field 
and burst asunder. The two men 
were hurled clear of the wreckage | 
but the oil surrounded them and 
caught fire. The brakeman saw 
the two men standing in the field 
of flame but was unable to rescue 
them. In that last hour of death 
he saw their tragic end. Said he, 
‘One man stood and lifted his face 
to Heaven and swore and cursed 
and condemned God because of 
his fate. The other man fell upon 
his knees. I heard him cry out for 
help.

lived in sin, but let him come 
boldly and believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and be saved. 

The strange way in which men 
die and why they die as they do 
is clearly set forth in the thirty- 
third chapter of Ezekiel. We have 
here the clear Word of God on the 
plan of salvation. The Scripture 
falls into three distinct parts; 
namely, 1. The Warning God; 2. 
The Willing Saviour; 3. The Will 
to Live. 


I. The Warning God 


God is warning men to turn from 
sin to Him. He likens His warning 
to that of a watchman, a guard, 
who stands on duty to warn of 
the approach of the enemy. It is 
given in love for the souls of men. 
Though it is disturbing, it is out 
of love. 


God has set watchmen in the 
world to warn men to turn to 
Christ. These watchmen—preach- 
ers, evangelists, teachers, person- 
al workers, all Christians—have a 
trumpet to sound, a note to ring 
out. The warning, the message, 
the appeal is not theirs, but God’s. 
If the watchman gives an uncer- 
tain sound and the people be not 
warned, the blood of lost souls will 
be upon his hands. 


The word of warning is not from 
the watchman’s eown choosing: it 
is from God. It is God’s Word. God 
says, “Thou shalt hear the word 
at my mouth, and warn them from 
me.” “Thus saith the Lord.” When 
God speaks, let every mouth be 
stopped. When God speaks, let 
every ear listen, let every heart 
believe. What is God’s warning? 

1. God warns that our sins are 
upon us. “If our transgressions and 
our sins be upon us, and we pine 
away in them, how should we then 
live?” God says our sins are upon 
us. 


Sin is not something to be wink- 
ed at, played with and lightly 
passed over. Sin is not something 
that will “all come out in the 
wash.” G6@Says it is in your brain, 
it is in your body, it is in your 
heart, in your soul, in your spirit. 
It is upon your body like some 
awful cancer, with roots taking 
hold on and springing out of your 
soul and spirit. It is upon your 
body, God says. “Now the works 
of the flesh are manifest, which 
are these; Adultery, fornication, 
uncleanness, lasciviousness, Idol- 
atry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, 
emulations, wrath, strife, sedi- 
tions, heresies, envyings, murders, 
drunkenness, revellings, and such 
like ....” (Gal. 5:19-21). “Their 
throat is an open sepulchre: with 
their tongues they have used de- 
ceit; the poison of asps is under 
their lips: Whose mouth is full of 
cursing and bitterness: Their feet 
are swift to shed blood: Destruc- 
tion and misery are in their ways: 
And the way of peace have they 
not known: There is no fear of 
God before their eyes” (Rom. 3:13- 
18). 

Sin is upon the soul like a 
mighty cancer. “The soul that sin- 
neth, it shall die.” All of man’s af- 
fections are darkened by sin. 

Sin is in the spirit of man. 
speaks of filthiness of the 
and of the spirit (II Cor. 7:1). 

Sin is in man’s brain and 
thought. “Among whom also we 
all had our conversation in times 
past in the lusts of our flesh, ful- 
filling the desires of the flesh and 
of the mind; and were by nature 
the children of wrath, even as 
ethers.” (Eph. 2:3). “Likewise al- 
so these filthy dreamers defile the 
flesh.” (Jude 8). 

Sin is in the heart of man. “The 


God 
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heart is deceitful above all things, 
and desperately wicked: who can 
know it?” (Jer. 17:9). Jesus said, 
“For out of the heart proceed evil 
thoughts, murders, adulteries, for- 
nications, thefts, false witness, 
blasphemies: These are the things 
which defile a man.” (Matt. 15: 
19-20). 

The history of mankind, whether 
taken from the Bible or from secu- 
lar accounts, proves that man is 
depraved, fallen, guilty and wick- 
ed. This wickedness is both uni- 
versal—reaching all mankind; and 
total—spreading to every area of 
man’s being; body, soul and spir- 
it. “We have before proved both 
Jews and Gentiles, that they are 
all under sin” (Rom. 3:9). God 
warns us that our sins are upon 
us. 


2. God not only warns us that 
our sins are upon us but He goes 
further and says that if we die in 
them we cannot live—cannot go 
to heaven, cannot see God—but 
must be forever separated from 
Him. “If our sins and our trans 
gressions be upon us, and we pine 
away (die) in them, how should 
we then live?” (Ezek. 33:10). 

Christ said in John 8:21, “I go 
my way, and ye shall seek me, and 
shall die in your sins: whither I 
go, ye cannot come.” God warns 
you if you die in your sins, that 
is, with your sins 
where He is you cannot go. You 
cannot go to Heaven unforgiven. 
You cannot see God unforgiven. | 
You cannot escape Hell unforgiv- 
en. Think not that your sins are 
trivial in God’s sight. Think not 
that they will “all come out in the 
wash” somehow “bye and bye.” 
God hates your sin. Your sin 
stands between you and God and 
will forever separate you from 
God if unforgiven—if you do not 
believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
as your personal saviour. 


3. God warns you further that 
your righteousness will not avail 
and that your blood will be upon 
your own head and you will be 
without excuse. Once I visited a 
pharmacist in a drug store and 
talked with him about his soul’s 
salvation. Said he, “I know I com- 
mit little sins now and then, and 
sometimes big ones. I know I’m 
a sinner; but aren’t we all? I feel 
this way: God keeps a record of 
my sins on the ledger but He also 
keeps a record of my good deeds. 
I give to the war relief and the 
starving people. I pay my debts, 
and am civic-minded. I do lots of 
good things. When I’m through 
with this life and God strikes the 
balance I believe I will have more 
good deeds than evil deeds and 
so I'll get by. The credits will off- 
set the debits.’”* 

God have mercy! 
God say? Listen, 


What does 
“The righteous- 


_ness of the righteous shall not de- 


liver him in the day of his trans- 
gression.” (Ezek. 33:12). “Not by 
works of righteousness which we 
have done, but according to his 
mercy he saved us.” (Titus 3:5). 
You that trust in your own right- 
eousness and good deeds to save 
you and to keep you saved, God 
warns you, “Whosoever heareth 
the sound of the trumpet, and 
taketh not warning .. . his blood 
shall be upon his own head.” 
Therefore, “they are without ex- 
cuse.” 

God has been warning you of 
how terrible is your sin in order 
that He may show you how will- 
ing He is to save you. His warn- 
ings are all given in love. He 
wants you to see what the devil 
has done, how he has corrupted 
your body, soul and spirit, only to 
damn you forever in his kingdom 
of darkness, death and doom. God 
wants you to see how the devil 
has blinded your eyes and duped 
you into believing you could get

yourself out of this mess by your 
-made righteousness. God 
wants you to see how the devil 
has deafened your ears to the 
sound of the trumpet of warning 
lest you should believe and be 
saved. God warns in order that 
you may know what a wonderful 
Saviour He is, if you will only ac- 
cept Him.

God does not stop at warning 
men against their terrible sin and 
its damning effects. If He did, we 
would be left beaten and bruised 
and without hope. God goes one 
step further and offers Himself 
as the Saviour who is able to save 
to the uttermost those who come 
unto God by Christ.

“He that heareth my word, and 
believeth on him that sent me, 
hath everlasting life, and shall 
not come into condemnation; but 
is passed from death unto life” 
(John 5:24). The reason that you 
do not have life is because you 
will not come unto Him. It does 
not say you “cannot” come to Him. 
It does not say you “may not” or 
“might not” come to Him. It does 
not say you “possibly won't” come 
to Him. It says you will not. 

2. You can be saved by simply 
turning te Christ. God sends out 
to you the strong appeal to turn 
from your ways and live: “Turn 
ye, turn ye from your evil ways; 
for why will ye die?” (Ezek. 33: 
11). 

God means for you to turn from 
your ways of self-righteousness, 
self-justification and sin, and to 
believe the plain Word af God. 
He said of sinful man, “We have 
turned everyone to his own way.” 
Paul said, “The way of peace have 
they not known” (Rom. 3:17). 
“Neither are your ways my ways, 
saith the Lord.” 

There is only one way of salva- 
tion. Christ said, “I am the way 
(not a way), the truth, and the 
life: no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me.” (Jno. 14:6). In 
order to be saved you must turn 
from your OWn ways, your own 
ideas about salvation, and turn to 
Christ, the way, the only way to 
the Father. 

Some years ago during the ter-

Rice and Brother Saxe Adams to 
any group who seek to conduct a 
similar meeting. 

“Miami Baptists feel that they 
have been greatly blessed with 
the coming of Dr. John R. Rice.

ing lion seeking whom he may de- 
vour, for “we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood,” that long the 
saints of God will need periods of 
refreshing, of revival. 

Those who despise revivals ig- 
nore the way in which God has 
dealt with His people, as recorded 
in the Bible. Again and again 
throughout the Bible we find ac- 
counts of how God sent mighty re- 
vivals upon His people. Elijah at 
Mt. Carmel, Daniel in Babylon, 
Nehemiah in Jerusalem after the 
captivity, kings Hezekiah and Jo- 
siah in Judaea before the cap- 
tivity; John the Baptist by the ri- 
ver Jordan, Peter and others at 
Pentecost, Philip at Samaria—all 
these experienced mighty revivals. 
Bless God for the revivals record- 
ed in the Bible! In fact, the history 
of God’s dealings with the race 
shows that when God sent His 
prophets to warn the people, the 
inevitable result was either re- 
vival or judgment. Today, surely, 
the only thing that can avoid the 
terrible wrath of God upon_Amer- 
ica is a Heaven-sent~revival of 
His blessing and power, a mighty 
turning to God. 


Let no one condemn revivals. 
You say they do not last. That is 
not altogether true. Every soul 
saved in a Heaven-sent revival will 
shine throughout eternity with a 
marvelous luster, and all the toil 
of revivals will be paid for in the 
coinage of another world. But 
let us admit that the warmth and 
the fervor, the new dedication 
and consecration which we expe- 
rience in revivals need to be 
sought agaim and again. That part 
of a revival waxes and then 
wanes, and another revival is 
needed soon, we frankly admit. 

But this does not prove that re- 
vivals are a failure; it is simply an 
argument for the need of another 
revival, when the first one has 
gone. 

Every traffic “Safety First” 
campaign is temporary. For a time 
motorists drive more carefully, 
but soon the inspiration and the 
warning of the campaign wear off. 
Has the campaign failed? No, it 
has saved many lives. The tem- 
porariness of the campaign only 
proves there must be other cam- 
paigns. 

Plowing is a temporary busi- 
ness. The farmer turns over the 
soil, and in the loosened seedbed 
seeds may sprout and plants take 
root. Weeds are turned under. 
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Soon, to be sure, weeds will grow 
again, and the ground will become 
packed and hard and will need an- 
other plowing. But meantime the 
crop has grown. Food and clothes 
are made possible by the farmer’s 
plow, even though the work is on- 
ly temporary. Because the plow- 
ing is only temporary is another 
reason for plowing again. 

Revivals, periods of more earn- 
est seeking after God, more fre- 
quent and fervent praying, exam- 
ining our hearts, mortifying the 
deeds of the flesh, judging our 
sins—such revivals are in the plan 
of God for all of us. . 


Let no church or pastor be satis- 
fied without seeking to have spe- 
cial times of revival. Revivals are 
not usual, but unusual; not ordi- 
nary, but extraordinary. The bane 
of Christian living and work—the 
sin which is most certain to befall 
us, I believe, is that our service 
for Christ may become just a form 
without the substance—profes- 
sional, habitual, commonplace and 
ordinary. The same prayers that 
once came from the heart, now 
come only from the lips. The Bible 
reading that was once the fervent 
seeking after God’s truth, becomes 
merely a dutiful habit. Then there 
is need for a revival. 


“QO Lord, I Have Heard Thy 
Speech, and Was Afraid” 


Habakkuk lived in a time of 
terrible declension and worldli- 
ness. It was just before the cap- 
tivity of Judah. The prophecy be- 
gins with this title, “The burden 
which Habakkuk the prophet did 
sée.” “Burden” means a message 
of weight and sorrow, a promised 
punishment. The second to fourth 
verses of the prophecy say, 

“O Lord, how long shall I cry, 
and thou wilt not hear! even 
cry out unto thee of violence, 
and thou wilt not save! 


“Why dost thou shew me in- 
iquity, and cause me to behold 
grievance? for spoiling and. vio- 
lence are before me: and there 
are that raise up strife and con- 
tention. 

“Therefore the law is slacked, 
and judgment doth never go 
forth: for the wicked doth com- 
pass about the righteous; there- 
fore wrong judgment proceed- 
eth.” 
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Habakkuk was amazed and 
grieved at the sin and violence and 
idolatry about him on every side, 
and cries out to God for judgment 
and punishment on the people. 
Then in chapter 2, the answer of 
God is given. Verses 6, 9, 12, 15, 
and 19 promise separate and ter- 
rible woes upon Israel. Then in our 
text in the third chapter, Habak- 
kuk cries out, “O Lord, I have 
heard thy speech, and was afraid; 
O Lord, revive thy work in the 
midst of the years, in the midst of 
the years make known; in wrath 
remember mercy.” 


A TIME OF WICKEDNESS, 
WORLDLINESS, BLOODSHED 
AND THE WRATH OF GOD IS 
A GOOD TIME FOR REVIVAL! 
In fact, such times cry out for re- 
vival. The worse a revival is need- 
ed, the more willing God is to give 
it. The worse a revival is needed, 
the more will some people realize 
the need. Christians will be led 
more earnestly to pray. Some sin- 
ners will be more willing to listen. 


The preacher’s sharp message“ 
against sin will be more emphatic, 
more startling, and yet more 


quickly believed by some who 
have found that the way of the 
transgressor is hard and have seen 
the fruits of sin. 


When Habakkuk heard the woes 
which God pronounced upon His 
people, the warning of God fright- 
ened him and led him to earnest 
prayer for revival. 


Let preachers consider and take 
notice! Revivals, old-fashioned, 
Heaven-sent.revivals, are ordi- 
narily preceded by plain, sharp, 
dogmatic, positive preaching. The 
preacher who faithfully, fearlessly 
and with a holy abandon con- 
demns sin in high places and in 
low, among the saints of God and 
in the wicked world about him, 
will cause conviction on the part 
of sinners, and a keen hunger and 
thirst for revival on the part of 
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THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
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God’s people. Penitent seeking 
after God follows faithful procla- 
mation of the divine warning. Ni- 
neveh repented only after Jonah 
preached, “Yet forty days, and 
Nineveh shall be overthrown.” The 
marvelous revival under John the 
Baptist came from such preaching 
as this: 

“And now also the axe is laid 
unto the root of the trees: there- 
fore every tree which bringeth 
not forth good fruit is hewn 
down, and cast into the fire. 

“I indeed baptize you with 
water unto repentance: but he 
that cometh after me is mightier 
that I, whose shoes I am not 
worthy to bear: he shall baptize 
you with the Holy .Ghost, and 
with fire: 

‘“‘Whose fan is in his hand, and 
he will thoroughly purge his 
floor, and gather his wheat into 
the garner; but he will burn up 
the chaff with unquenchable 
fire” (Matt 3:10-12). 

That was a plain warning of the 
wrath of God against sin, so that 
the Jewish religious leaders, yea, 
even the nation itself would be 
cut down like a fruitless tree, if it 
did not repent and get right with 
God. More than that, there was a 
plain warning of the fires of Hell 
—that Jesus will “burn up the 
chaff with unquenchable fire.” 

The great revival under Heze- 
kiah was preceded by such plain 
preaching as this in II Chronicles 
29:6-9: 

“For our fathers have trespassed 
and done that which was evil in 
the eyes of the Lord our God, and 
have forsaken him, and have turn- 
ed away their faces from the habi- 
tation of the Lord, and turned 
their backs. 


“Also they have shut up the 
doors of the porch, and put out 
the lamps, and have not burned 
incense nor offered burnt-offerings 
in the holy place unto the God of 
Israel. 

“Wherefore the wrath of the 
Lord was upon Judah and Jerusa- 
lem, and he hath delivered them 
to trouble, to astonishment, and to 
hissing, as ye see with your eyes. 

“For, lo, our fathers have fallen 
by the sword, and our sons and 
our daughters and our wives are 
in captivity for this.” 

Other Old Testament revivals 
were preceded by reading of the 
law, with solemn judgments prom- 
ised upon those who should de- 
part from God. 

Let preachers then take heart, 
the tirmne of war, the time of sin 
and worldliness, of unbelief and 
modernism, of gambling and 
drunkenness and adultery—that is 
the time for revivals, provided the 
prophets of God will be true in 
declaring God’s wrath on sin. If 
preachers will be true to God. 
then people will cry out, “O Lord, 
I have heard thy speech and was 


afraid,” and will beg God for a/ 


revival. 


“O Lord, Revive Thy Work” 

My brother, the work is the 
Lord’s, We have a right to expect 
Him to repair it, to renew it, to 
bless it: 

First of all, what happened to 
me was of God. When I was an un- 
done sinner, it was God that loved 
me and prepared salvation for me 
at the fearful price of the death of 
Jesus on the cross. It was the Holy 
Spirit who sought me, who ran 
me down, who knocked so insist- 
ently and plead so tenderly that 
I surrendered and was saved. It 
was the blood of Christ that paid 
my debt and cleansed me from all 
sin. My salvation is all of grace. 
“Not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, but accord- 
ing to his mercy he saved us.” If 
my heart is not as warm as it 
ought to be, if my service is not 
pleasing and acceptable to God, 
then nothing is more reasonable 
than that I should come to God for 
His remedy. I do not blame God 
for my faults. He is not responsi- 
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ble for my sins. My failures are 
not His failures. Yet, in some hap- 
py sense, I am not my own. The 
problems of my Christian life are 
not my problems after all, but His. 
I belong to God. I am bought with 
the blood of Christ. The work is 
Christ’s. I am His workmanship. 


When you buy a new car, you 
receive a warranty for ninety days. 
During that time any defective 
part must be replaced free of 
charge. If some adjustment was 
not properly made, if there was 
some fault in the manufacture of 
the automobile, you may simply 
drive back to the dealer and have 
the matter attended to at his 
charge, not yours. But how much 
better is the guarantee that God 
gives a sinner when He saves him! 
The Lord not only took. care of the 
first cost, but all the upkeep on 
your salvation! It is everlasting 
life that He promised, and even 
the more abundant life! My trou- 
bled, backslidden reader, the 
work you need done is God’s work. 
You have a perfect right to lift up 
your poor, feeble hands to Him 
and cry out, “O Lord, revive thy 
work. I am yours. I need a bles- 
sing. I need spiritual food and spir- 
itual drink. I need new cleansing, 
new love, new joy, new power! 
Father, I am your child. I have no- 
where else to go. Lord, revive thy 
work.” 

As conversion is a divine busi- 
ness, so is the call to preach. There 
is a romance about preaching the 


gospel. There is a heavenly frag 
rance about this blessed business 
of telling sinners that the risen, 
glorified Christ died for them, and 
teaching the people of God what 
is their calling and their inheri- 
tance. But preachers do not stay 
on fire for God. They sometimes 
(as I know too well) find that the 
gospel is not as sweet to their own 
ears as it once was. They may 
serve others at God’s table and 
yet themselves go hungry. Preach- 
ers themselves need revivals. But, 
thank God, we have a right to go 
to the Lord and say, “‘Lord, revive 
thy work in the midst of the 
years.” We who have been called 
to preach have a right to a fresh 
vision, a fresh anointing, a fresh 
commission. The work is His. 


Many great business firms feel 
personally responsible for their 
salesmen, and ever so often a 
salesnfan is taken to 
office” or to “the factory” for fresh 
inspiration and reward. When an 
automobile manufacturer puts out 
a new model, then special sessions 
are held for automobile dealers 
and salesmen. They are given the 
facts about the new model. They 
are given the best sales talk. They 
see with their own eyes the beau- 
ties of the lovely machine. They 
test for themselves its wonderful 
performance. They return to sell 
it with enthusiasm and inspira- 
tion. The automobile manufac- 
turer knows that he is responsible 
for his dealers.

“In the Midst of the Years, 
in the Midst of the Years 
Make Known” 


Years ago at many a baptizing 
by a river bank they sang the old 
song: 

“Oh, how happy are they 
Who the Saviour obey, 
And whose treasurers are 
laid up above; 
Tongue can never express 
The sweet peace, joy and rest 
Of a soul in its earliest love.” 


Even the Scripture speaks of the 
first love, and the church at 
Ephesus is warned of God, “I have 
somewhat against thee, because 
thou hast left thy first love” (Rev. 
2:4). 

Do you remember the sweetness, 
the fresh ecstasy in your heart 
when you first trusted Christ? Do 
you remember how you loved 
Christians and how you longed to 
see sinners saved? Do you re- 
member with what fervor you 
prayed, and how rich were those 
passages in the Bible with which 
you first became familiar after 
you were saved? Oh, that God 
would give us again the freshness 


of our beginnings! Preacher do 
you remember your first sermons, 
your first revivals? How sweet is 
the first love! 


It is “in the midst of the years” 
that we need revivals. A watch, 
when first wound, may keep ace 
curate time; but if it goes too long 
without winding, it begins slowly 
to lose time. A preacher who goes 
too long without winding does not 
have the power he once had! 
Christians need rewinding, that is, 
reviving “in the midst of the 
years.” 


The Tendency to Backslide 


It is a strange thing, this tend- 
ency to backslide after one has 
long been settled in the Christian 
life. I have seen many a young 
Christian give up cigarettes and 
picture shows and gambling; and 
do it gladly, do it easily, and be- 
gin the soul-winning life. But 
little by little, later on, the older 
habits laid aside have a tendency 
to reappear “in the midst of the 
years.” I have found that the 
drunkard, wonderfully saved, oft- 
en leaves his old companions,

Christian, 
look out for the settled period “in 
the midst of the years.” Then is 
when we should pray earnestly for 
2 revival. Then is our time of dan- 
ger. 

Many a man marries a lovely 
girl and lives with her happily 
through the strenuous early years 
of married life. He must work hard 
im business. He loves his wife.

the hospital in the city where I 
was pastor to visit a despondent 
and jobless man, nineteen years of 
age, who had sought to take his 
life. With a 22 rifle he had plunged 
a bullet into his breast which 
grazed his heart..He lay upon the 
white hespital sheets with ‘the 
crimson blood oozing from his 
mouth as he coughed and choked 
the fluid from his rapidly filling 
lungs. There was scarcely a fifty- 
fifty chance for him to live. On 
the other side of death was an 
eternity in Hell without God. He 
was unsaved. The agony of his 
groans and the rattle of his lungs 
reminded me of the far greater 
suffering he must soon endure in 
Hell if he were not saved in that 
last moment. I talked with him 
about Christ who loved him and 
came into the world to die for his 
sins. I pled with him to trust Him 
now for salvation. With a bitter 
sneer upon his face and with fail- 
ing breath, he said, “I want you 
to know that I have nevér sin- 
ned. I’ve done nothing wrong.” I 
read him Scriptufes about self- 
destruction and how that “all have 
sinned and come short of the glory 
of God.” He repeatedly refused to 
confess himself a sinner in need of 
a Saviour. After many tears and 
prayers I had to leave him un- 
saved and hovering on the brink 
of doom. Before I left I offered a 
final prayer that God would spare 
him and bring him to another op- 
portunity to be saved. 


God did spare him and some 
days later I went again to see him. 
He had been moved to his home 
and was reclining on the divan in 
his living room. I said, “

God’s longsuffering and goodness | 


in sparing you is leading you to 
repentance. Surely you do not des- 
pise God’s goodness? Surely you 
will accept His grace.” I read him 
Revelation 3:20: “Behold, I stand 
at the door, and knock: if any man 
hear my voice, and open the door, 
I will come in to him, and will 
sup with him, and he with me.” I 
said, “ -, God is knocking at 
your heart’s door. Will you hear 
His voice? Will you open the door? 
Will you let Him in? He loves you 
and has proven by His death upon 
Calvary, by sparing your life, by 
sending me to you, that He wants 
to save you. Will you let Him in? 
Eternity cannot erase from my 
memory the look of bitterness, 
skepticism and unbelief on his face 
as he snarled, “Well, if He’s knock- 
ing at my heart’s door, He can just 
go on by. I’ve never asked any- 
thing from Him and I don’t need 
anything from Him. He can go on 
by.” Here was a young man who 
willed to die. God had no pleas- 
ure in his death and proved it in 
a thousand ways, but the youth 
willed to die without God and 
without hope. 


And though you, unsaved friend, 
perhaps have never said to Christ 
in so many word, “You can just 
go on by,” yet you have acted it 
out in your life many years. You 
have said it in your actions, in 
your thoughts, in your attitude, in 
your choices, and Christ is still 
outside the shut door of your heart, 
though He has knocked long with 
much goodness, longsuffering and 
forebearance. Think not your sin 
is a little sin. If your own mother 
came to your door one night and 
knocked and you heard her voice 
and slammed the door in hef face, 
or left her locked out of your 
home, I care not how good a man 
you are otherwise, you could not 
be good and treat your mother 
that way. How much more das- 
tardly, black and terrible is your 
sin against a loving Christ who 
died for your sins and who, 
through all these years, has been 
knocking at your heart’s door 
through providence, through the 
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Holy Spirit, through many a per- 
sonal worker and friend? Does it 
not break your heart that you have 
broken His heart? “Turn ye from 
your evil ways; for why will ye 
die?” 

Some years ago in an early pas- 
torate I visited often in the home 
of a young married couple who 
were unsaved. I had sought many 
times to bring them to Christ, but 
to no avail. One day a baby boy 
was born to them and I made my 
way again to the home to dedicate 
the child to God. I said, “‘This bea- 
utiful baby boy is now the call of 
God for you to be saved and to 


have a Christian home.” They 
agreed that they should accept 
Christ but they willed in their 


hearts to leave the door shut in 
His face a little while longer. 
Some days later, before the mother 
had recovered, the little baby boy 
was suddenly taken ill and within 
a few hours lay a corpse at the 
breast of his mother. The grief was 
overwhelmii.z and poignant. The 
mother could stand it no longer. 
She cried out, “God took my baby! 
God took my baby!” And as she 
hysterically patted the bed where 
the little child lay only a few hours 
before, she wailed out in her woe, 
“I wanted my baby right here and 
God took my baby.” I tried to com- 


fort her heart in the Holy Spirit 
but she would not trust Jesus. 


We took the little body to the 
cemetery and the father stood 
alone with the few attendants as 
we laid it beneath the sod.
